A public hearing on. the proposed 
county zoning plan will be held in the 
village hall here Monday, Dec 12, at 
2 p. m. 

At 3:30 p. m. on the same date, 
there will be a hearing in the Lake 
Villa village hall, and a third one is 
to follow at 7 p. m. in the Wads- 
worth school at Wadswor.th. 

Four more • public hearings arc 
planned before Thursday, Dec 22,^ in 
other communities. They are being 
scheduled by the zoning commission 
for the purpose of giving Lake coun- 
ty property owners an opportunity to 
voice objections they may have to the 
proposed plan. John J. Hogan of 
Waukegan is the chairman. 

The primary aim of the ordinance 
is the zoning of property outside of 
incorporated cities and villages to keep 
out undesirable commercial enter- 
prises such as junkyards and auto 
"grave yards." 

Proposed in 1937 
It was first proposed in the summer 
of 1937 and a commission was ap- 
pointed consisting of Hogan, chair- 
man; Tom R. Wylcs, Highland Park; 
Lloyd Graham, Barrington; James 
Anderson III, Lake Forest; Ray B. 
Dixon; Gurnec; David Van Patten, 
Wadsworth, and Harold J. Tallett, 
North Chicago. 

In the event the ordinance is adopt- 
ed by the county board, the commis- 
sion will be changed to a board of ap- 
peals 'to conduct hearings on proposed 
building plans. The county highway 
department, under the superintendence 
of R. M. Lobdcll, would be in charge 
of administering the ordinance.

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Clarence Jenks, mayor of Wau- 
conda, died of a heart attack after 
shooting a deer near Kane, Pa., Mon- 
day, according to word received here. 
He was 35 years of age. Jenks ran 
to pick up the animal, but collapsed 
just as he reached it. With him at 
the time was his wife, the former Mil- 
dred Underwood of Wauconda. 

Several members of the Wauconda 
village board left for Pennsylvania 
upon hearing of the event. A cor- 
oner's jury was to hold an inquest and 
the body was afterward to be brought 
to Wauconda, where funeral services 
were to be held today. 

Mr. and Mrs. Jenks had gone to 
Indianapolis to spend Thanksgiving 
with Mr. Jenks' sister, Mrs. Floyd 
Godfrey. From there, they went on 
to Pennsylvania where the deer hunt- 
ing season opened Monday. 

Clarence Jenks was born in Wau- 
conda. His father had operated a 
farm near the village and after retir- 
ing made his home there. Mr. Jenks 
was graduated from the Wauconda 
schools and later attended the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. He went into the 
garage business arid was the owner of 
the Wauconda Motor company at the 
time of his death. 

This was Mr. Jenks' second term as 
mayor of the village. He had served 
In that capacity for approximately 
five years. He was a past master of 
the Wauconda Masonic lodge No. 298. 
There are no other immediate sur- 
vivors besides Mrs. Jenks and Mrs. 
Godfrey.

I Property owners in the Third and 
Fourth lake areas included in the 
original district had petitioned for the 
detachment. A public hearing for the 
purpose of' considering the appeals 
was, held by Supt. Petty Monday in 
Probate court. 

Bond Issue Approved 
JAn $85,000 bond issue for the high 
school was passed by the district on 
Nov. 12, and a building site was ap- 
proved. 

.The election had originally been 
called for Nav. 5, but had been post- 
poned when property owners of the 
three townships asked that their peti- 
tion for detachment be acted on. 

The trustees announced that the pe- 
tition had been granted on Nov. 9. An 
appeal against the detachment, how- 
ever,, was filed by other members of 
the high school district, and the hear- 
ing conducted by Supt. Petty fol- 
lowed.

Plan Fish Hatcheries 
for Kenosha County 

Fish hatcheries for the propagation 
of game fish in Kenosha county in- 
land lakes wil be sponsored by the 
Kenosha County Conservation club, 
with three areas to be established in 
the city and county. 

Decision to take the steps was 
reached after the club volunteers com- 
pleted the seining of the Lincoln park 
lagoon in Kenosha recently, salvaging 
more than 170,000 fish and transplant- 
ing them in county lakes. The lagoon 
was being drained to make way for a 
WPA deepening project. 

The conservationists already oper- 
ate a fish hatchery at Bose lake, in the 
northwest section of the county, and 
the third hatchery will be at Camp 
Lake, where a section on the property 
of Fred Meyers fronting the lake will 
be screened off for this purpose. 

In the spring the club will receive 
from a half million to a million eggs- 
from the Wisconsin Conservation 
commission's hatchery at Bohncrs 
lake near Burlington, and these will be 
planted from cans. Late in the fall 
the hatcheries will be seined and the 
fingcrlings will then be transplanted 
in the county's inland lakes. 

The activities of the club in fish 
propagation parallel the work in wild 
life feeding during the winter months. 
For the past five years the club has 
won annual state conservation com- 
mission awards for the best winter 
feeding programs among private 
groups of sportsmen, and the fish pro- 
gram is in addition to this activity.

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A Better Recipe 

There is sound thinking behind the formula for in- 
dustrial peace recommended last week by Businessman 
Charles R. Hook. Said Mr. Hook: "If the element of 
compulsion and coercion were removed from current in- 
dustrial relations, great progress would be made in the 
direction of industrial peace." 

Certainly anything but harmonious relations have re- 
sulted from the current methods of which he speaks. The 
results are perhaps best shown by these appalling figures: 

In 1937 a total of 1,860,621 American workers suf- 
fered the staggering loss of 28.424,857 days of work be- 
cause of industrial strife. This represents hundreds of 
million dollars in wages, chargeable against National 
income. The final result: A reduction of the national 
purchasing power which hurt everybody. 

What Mr. Hook proposes is to lift this rule by 
coercion and experimental lawmaking and let the em- 
ployers and employees work out their own problems— 
for their own mutual advantage and the benefit of the 
Nation as a whole. Indeed, there is nothing to lose and 
everything to be gained. - 

A good beginning would be amendment of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Act and control of agitators 
rather than businessmen and workers.

Your license will be reinstated only after you have satisfied 
the judgment and given evidence of Financial Responsibility tor 
future accidents in thc form of cash, approved securities or bond for 
$11,000.00. ... or a proper insurance pohcyj 

Driver's License 

EFFECTIVE MAY 1, 1939 

Every member of your family who drives any automobile 
must have a Driver's License. Adult charge is 50 cents. Minimum 
age 15 years. Applicants under 18 must have written consent of 
parent, guardian or employer. 

License may be revoked for various reasons. ^ When a 
Driver's License is revoked, the registration of all his 'cars is re- 
voked and all license plates taken. He cannot get a new Driver si 
License or register any car until he gives proof of financial respon- 
sibility for future accidents.

"God is truth. The word truth 
describes the very nature of God. 
Lying, therefore, reveals a charac- 
ter opposite from God. Satan is a 
liar. He was a liar from the-begin- 

i?fi and ls s P irituall y the father of 
all liars. A lie does not necessarily 
have to be an untruth. A statement 
of a truth may be a lie if its purpose 
is to deceive. A half truth may be 
the worst kind of a lie. Satan's 
J 10 * ••• • are usually mixed with 

Sri ». Consider "modernism, 
which has enough truth in it to 
make it accepted by thousands of 
people, but sufficient error to de- 
prive it of any power to save souls" 
(L. D. Higley). 

I. Forbidden to Lie (Exod. 20:16). 
This commandment specifically 

forbids perjury, which is one of the 
worst forms of lying, because it 
may result in the forfeiture of the 
very life of a fellow being. It is 
obvious, however, that it includes 
all forms of lying, whether in busi- 
ness, in social contacts, in the home, 
or in the church. We might do well 
to consider what the Bible has to say 
about whisperers, talebearers, back- 
biters, and others (see Lev. 19:6; 
H Cor. 12:20). A man's reputation 
may be as easily ruined by a whis- 
pered lie over the back fence or the 
luncheon table as by formal perjury 
in the courtroom. "Thou shalt not 
bear false witness" at any time, 
anywhere, or in any way. 

II. Fountain of Lies (Matt. 15:19. 
20). 

Our constant concern for the body 
that it may be healthy, clean, and 
well groomed is commendable up 
to the point where it becomes an 
attempt to "glorify" the flesh. But 
after all, the body is not the most 
important thing. The heart is what 
makes a man (read Matt. 15:7-11). 
But what comes out of man's un- 
regenerate heart? What a horri- 
ble catalogue we read in verse 19! 
It is not what a man eats or what 
he wears that makes him, but what 
is in his heart. How foolish then to 
hope to redeem humanity by im- 1 
proving housing, having better j 
schools and bigger playgrounds. All 
these are desirable, but the one 
thing needful is that man's heart be 
washed in the blood of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, that he be born again. 

III. Father of Lies (John 8:42-47). 
Liars had better, consider their ' 

"family tree" and see how they like 
their spiritual father. He is lustful, J 
murderous, and there is no truth 
in him (v. 44). If you belong to 
that family would you not like to . 
change families and be born into 
God's family. 

As we have already suggested, 
the prize lie of Satan is modern 
religious liberalism. We quote again 
from Mr. Higley: "The first lie 
was told by Satan and it brought 
about the fall of the human race, 
The last lie . . . by Satan is being 
told even now ... in the form of 
modernism, that makes the Church 
impotent even to save its own peo- 
ple." Let us have no part in putting 
forward this falsehood. 

Note that in verses 45-47 Jesus 
challenges His enemies to convict 
Him of sin or of falsehood. No one 
has ever been able to meet that 
challenge. Even those who deny 
His Godhood and Saviourhood 
speak swelling words of commenda- 
tion of His pure life and exalted 
moral teaching. If then He told the 
truth about other things, surely He 
spoke the truth about Himself. The 
claims He made for Himself as the ! 
Son of God and the Saviour of the 
world are plain and unmistakable, j 
If we deny them we either make j 
Jesus a liar, or we lie ourselves, ' 
and it is obvious that the latter is 
the case. 

IV. Forsaking of Lies (Eph. 4:25). 
"Wherefore" refers us back to the 

preceding verses where we are told 
how, as Christians, we have put off 
the life of the "old man" (v. 22) 
and put on the "new man"; there- 
fore we are to live in true holiness. 
But evidently the Ephesian Chris- 
tians still fell into their old heathen 
habits of lying. Would that the 
tendency had died out with the early 
Church, but as a matter of fact, it 
seems to have become aggravated 
as the years have come and gone. 

Being in Christ— members of His 
body and thus united to one another 
in Him— should make us scrupulous- 
ly truthful toward all men. Let us 
—which means you and me— scru- 
tinize every relationship of life and 
be sure that we ha 72 not by word, 
act, or inference told lies. Think 
carefully of your family life, your 
church life, your community life. 
Deal with such practical things as 
grocery bills, taxes, tendencies to 
gossip. We preachers need to con- 
sider our sermons. Are they true to 
God's Word? Are they honestly pre- 
pared? Do we "stretch" our illus- 
trations to make them effective? 
Surely all of us who bear the name 
of Christ must put away every form 
of falsehood.

Almost all men have a love for out- 
door sports among which hunting, 
fishing, camping and boating are in- 
cluded and the residents of Lake and 
McHcnry counties arc fortunate in 
having an ideaf region for outdoor fuiv 
at their very door. What finer play- 
ground could a sportsman ask than 
the Fox river flowage and— and Anti- 
och is a central point in the Chain O'- 
Lakcs region. 

A man can leave his place of busi- 
ness and be on the water in fifteen 
minutes and he is reasonably sure of 
finding good sport of the kind he is 
seeking. Of course every man is in- 
clined to grumble a little, but there 
is now reasonably good hunting and 
fishing to be found in the Chain O'- 
Lakcs region and the sensible sports- 
man should be willing to do his part 
to keep the fish and game as. plen- 
tiful as it is today. 

This means "Conservation," and 
when we say, "Conservation" we do 
not mean State Conservation, .we 
mean individual conservation in which 
every sportsman can do his part' by 
regulating his own individual acts so 
that he will, always leave a suply of 
fish or game in reserve' to furnish 
sport on- a later day. The Illinois 
Conservation Department may. make a 
mistake once in a while but it is doing 
a -good work toward 'increasing the 
suply of fish and game and the real 
answer to the Conservation Problem 
lies with the individual sportsman. 

The writer has been a hunter and 
fisherman for fifty years. We. have 
kindled camp-fires from Alaska to 
lower South America. We have killed 
every species of big game in Ameri- 
ca except moose and we could have 
bagged a hundred, but to kill a moose 
is too easy. It is too much like go- 
ing out in a pasture and shooting a 
cow. Our work in the Forestry De- 
partment has taught us much of prac- 
tical concervation and we arc fully 
convinced that best results can only 
be obtained when we have the full co- 
operation of every individual sports- 
man. 

We have been asked to suggest a 
line of action that will provide better 
hunting and fishing for the Chain 
O' Lakes region and we want to say 
right now, that we have no axe to 
grind. We don't know a soul in this 
district, but we have covered the lake 
region by boat and we know by ex- 
perience what is required to provide | 
better sport. First comes the ques- 
tion of food. We find indications 
that formerly there was plenty of wild 
rice and celery which was probably 
grubbed up by carp and killed by high 
water. Plant more rice and celery 
and kill the carp. Second, ask the 
state officials to install proper dams 
and reservoirs to maintain a standard 
water level which will help greatly in 
establishing better breeding places for 
both fish and game 1 . Third, Donlt ' 
take more fish or game, than you can 
use on. your own. table. Fourth, Cut 
the limit on mudhens to ten a day. I 
They provide most of the duck shoot- ' 
ing in Illinois and should receive. .bet- 
ter protection. Fifth, Plant walleye

A GIFT from Mr. and Mrs. Walte 
Phillips, Tulsa, Okla., of 35.857 
seres of land a few miles northwest 
•yt Cbnarron, Xew Mexico, and $50.- 
000 to be used In Improving and de- 
veloping the land for camping pur- 
poses, has Just been accepted by ihe 
Executive Board of the National 
Council, Boy Scouts of America. 

When he made this announcement 
Walter W. Head, President of the Boy 
Scouts of America, said, "Mr. Phillips 
offered the property without any re- 
striction whatsoever save that it Is 
to be used for the benefit of members 
of the Scout Movement As a matter 
of fact, he specifically stated, 'If this 
proposal were being made to any 
other organization, whose rating was 
Inferior to the record of service made 
by the Boy Scouts of America, I would 
•be inclined to be more particular In 
outlining the program, to be assured 
that the property would be put to 
full beneficial use as I visualize It' 
In accepting his gift the National Ex- 
ecutive Board has In mind the estab- 
lishment of a Boy Scout reservation 
for the development and furtherance 
of wilderness camping." 

Kit Carson Country 

Before formally proposing that the 
Boy Scouts of America accept the 
ranch property Mr. and Mrs. Phillips 
and their son Elliott entertained a 
party of Scout officials at Philmont 
Ranch near Cimarron, immediately 
adjacent to the new Scout Reserva- 
tion. The party Included, besides 
President Head, Dr. James E West. 
Chief Scout Executive, and Arthur A. 
Schuck. Director of the Division of 
Operations The entire group > was 
greatly Impressed by the scenic 
beauty of the area and its usefulness 
for Scout camping purposes. 

Much of the property Is virgin ter- 
ritory and under the careful manage- 
ment characteristic of Boy Scout 
camping those small parts which have 
been grazed recently will quickly be 
restored to their natural conditions. 
Mr. Phillips has proposed. In accord- 
once with general Boy Scout practice. 



that the property Immediately be 
designated as a game preserve. 

In a statement Issued to the Execu- 
tive Board Dr. West described the 
reservation In this way: "The prop- 
erty Is In the Rocky Mountains, all 
above an elevation of 7,000 feet and 
rises In spots to at least 11,000 feet It 
Is the Kit Carson territory and the old 
Santa Fe trail passes through It There 
are nine main canyons on the tract 
converging either at the Cimarron 
River or the main branch of the Ponll 
River, which later flows Into the Cim- 
arron. 

Older Boys' Faradlse 

"Each of the canyons Is of the same 
general make-up, flanked on each 
side by ever-changing vistas, rock 
palisades, timber growth, and with 
smaller canyons In endless numbers 
fingering out from the mnln ones. 
There are also several high land 
meadows or mesas, offering excellent 
additional camping area spots. Bear 
Canyon. Dean Canyon, and Turkey 
Canyon have an extensive amount of 
timber growth, comprised, principally 
of western pines, Douglas fir, balsam, 
quaking aspens and cottonwoods. It 
Is the natural habitat of deer and 
while on the property we saw mule 
deer, wild turkeys, and dozens of 
beaver dams and many evidences of 
bear. 

"While there are few Boy Scout 
Local Councils throughout the coun- 
try which do not have camps both for 
short camping trips and for summer 
vacation camping." Dr West con- 
tinued, "there Is a need of opportuni- 
ties for Troops and Patrols with ex- 
perience, training, leadership and 
proper equipment to secure the bene- 
fits of wilderness camping, which 
I believe will appeal to older boys 
in all parts of America By this is 
implied a more rugged experience 
with 'nature In the raw' than Is pos- 
sible in the customary local Boy Scout 
Council camp but at no sacrifice of 
out essential safeguards of health and 
safety" 

A recent digest of Scout member- 
ship records revealed that more than 
100.000 Scouts In nearly 4.000 Troops 



live within a 600 mile radius of tho 
property. From this group will coma 
those who use the property most fre- 
quently," although Scouts from all 
parts of the country will head for It 
on roving tours under adequate lead- 
ership and according to provisions 
laid down by the National Council of 
the Boy Scouts of America. 

Before reaching a decision to accept 
the Phillips gift the National Council 
sought, advice from the local Boy 
Scout Councils In the area to bo 
served by the reservation. Forty such 
groups Indicated that they would be- 
gin to make use of the spot In tha 
next camping season and many evi- 
dences of enthusiasm and offers of 
active cooperation In the development 
of the property were received. 
Wilderness Camping Popular 
George W. Olmsted, Chairman of 
the Camping and Activities Commit- 
tee for the Boy Scouts of America, 
reports great need In the Rocky 
Mountain section for facilities for 
Troops from far away which seek 
wilderness camping. The Pikes Peak 
Council of Colorado Springs. Colo., 
last summer had requests from New 
Orleans, Shreveport, Toledo, Chicago, 
five towns In Texas, four In Kansas, 
and many Individual requests for 
camping places In the Rocky Moun- 
tains. They were able only to help 
one Troop from Kansas and this dem- 
onstrates that there is great need for 
a place where these Troops can have 
adequate facilities for mountain 
camping under proper supervision. 

As an evidence of the magnitude of 
this problem and how the Walte Phil- 
lips property would help to solve It, 
he adds that In 1937. 200 touring per- 
mits were granted by the home office 
of the Scouts with a total mileage of 
155,354 miles, averaging 770 miles per 
tour, with 4.201 Scouts and 674 Scout- 
ers In attendance. To date. In 1938, 
338 Touring Permits have been Issued 
with an estimated attendance of 7,098 
Scouts and 1,115 Scouters. Eighty- 
nine of the tours during 1938 traveled 
more than 1.000 miles Thlrty-slx trav- 
eled more than 2,000 miles.

Curtain Dip 

Often unsuspected by housewives, 
sulphur in, illuminating gas and in 
gases from coal-burning stoves and 
furnaces is destructive to window cur- 
tains, draperies and other household 
fabrics. Fumes from the gases com- 
bine with moisture in the air to make 
strong acids that destroy the fabrics, 
thereby making them deteriorate much 
faster than normal household wear. 

Fortunately, however, all this can be 
prevented. Early this year U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture chemists dis- 
covered a way to fireproof common 
household fabrics. Since then their 
research has shown that the fire- 
proofing solution also prevents de- 
struction of the fabrics by these gases. 

To prolong the life of curtains, 
draperies, rugs 'and even upholstery 
fabrics, they advise dipping the fabrics 
in or spraying them with a solution of 
seven ounces of borax and three 
ounces of boric acid dissolved in two 
quarts of water. This simple treat- 
ment does not affect the appearance 
of most fabrics and will effectively 
protect them against sulphur gases.
